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THE POINTS MADE 
AGAINST THE LAW 


SUPREM E COURT S OPINION ON 
INCOME TAX. 


Why the Measure Was Declared Un­ 
constitutional—Justices 
Jackson, 
Harlan White, and 
Brown Were 
For the Law and Fuller, Field, 
Gjay, Brewer and Shiras Against It. 


W ashington, D. C.f M ay 21.—The su­ 
prem e court of the U nited S tates de­ 
clared the incom e ta x law to be uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The vote on the incom e tax resulted: 
F ive ag ain st the constitutionality of the 
law to four for the law. Those ag ain st 
th e law were Chief Ju stice F uller and 
Ju stices Field, G ray, Brew er and Shir­ 
as; for the law . Justices H arlan, W hite, 
Brow n and Jackson. 
Chief Justice F u ller read the opinion 
and the conclusions of the court are as 
follow s: 
“ I. We adhere to the opinion already 
announced th a t taxes on real estate IN­ 


JU STIC E FU LLER . 
Ing indisputably direct taxes, taxes on 
th e ren ts or income of real estate are 
equally direct taxes. 
“2. We are of the opinion th a t taxes 
on personal property or on th e income 
of personal property are likewise direct 
taxes. 
“3. The tax imposed by sections 27 to 
37 inclusive, of the act of 1894, so fa r 
as it falls on the income of real estate 
an d on personal property, being a di­ 
rect ta x w ithin the m eaning of th e con­ 
stitu tio n , is therefore unconstitutional 
and void, because not apportioned ac­ 
cording to representation, all those sec­ 
tions co nstituting one entire schem e of 
tax atio n are necessarily invalid. 
"T he decrees hereinbefore entered in 
th is court will 
vacated. The decrees 
below will be Reversed and the cases 
rem anded w ith instructions to g ran t 
th e relief prayed." 
Sections 27 to 37 of the tariff act of 
1894 referred to in the conclusions of the 
co u rt in the opinions are all the sec­ 
tions of the a ct relatin g to the income 
tax , so th a t the entire incom e tax law 
is declared void specifically. 
T here w as the usual thro n g of people 
ab o u t the U nited S tates suprem e court 
room in anticipation of a final decision 
of the incom e tax cases, the cham ber 
being crow ded for quite a tim e before 
th e court convened a t noon. W hile there 
were other cases under consideration in 
the conference, the income tax cases 
received the principal share of th e a t­ 
tention of the m em bers of the court. The 
presence of Justice Jackson caused a 
g rea t deal of speculation and w as the 
basis for m uch gossip as to the possi­ 
bility of some sort of surprise for the 
public. The chief justice im m ediately 
began the delivery of the m ain opinion 
in the case. 
Chief Justice Fuller 
delivered 
the 
opinion, which is In p a rt as follows: 
"W henever this court is required to 
pass upon the validity of an act of con- 


wan t or pow er to tax tne^scAirce and no 
reference w as m ade to the n ature of 
the tax as being direct or indirect. 
‘‘W e are now perm itted to broaden 
the field of inquiry and determ ine to 
w hich of the two great classes, a tax 
upon a person’s entire income! w hether 
derived from ren ts or products or other­ 
wise of real estate, or 
from 
bonds, 
stocks or other form s of personal prop­ 
erty, belongs, and we are unable to 
conclude th a t the enforced subtraction 
from the yield of all the ow ners’ real 
or personal property, in the 
m anner 
prescribed, is so different from a tax 
upon the property itself, th a t it is not 
a direct but an indirect tax in the m ean­ 
ing of the constitution. 
“We know of no reason for holding 
otherw ise th an th a t the w ords ‘direct 
tax es’ on the one hand, and ‘duties, 
im posts and excises’ on the other were 
used in the constitution in th eir n a tu r­ 
al and obvious senses, nor in arriving 
a t w hat those term s em brace do we 
perceive any ground for enlarging them 
beyond or narrow ing them w ithin their 
n atu ral and obvious im port, and the 
tim e the constitution w as fram ed and 
ratified. Passing from the text, we re­ 
gard the conclusion reached as inevit­ 
able, when the 
circum stances 
which 
surrounded the convention 
and 
con­ 
trolled its action and the view s of those 
who fram ed and those who adopted the 
constitution are considered.” 
The chief justice next discussed the 
reasons for the constitutional provis­ 
ions regarding direct 
taxation. 
The 
states had plenary powers of taxation, 
he said, but gave up the g reat sources 
of revenue derived from comm erce and 
retained the power of levying taxes and 
duties covering anything other th an ex­ 
cises, but in respect to them the range 
of taxation was narrow ed by the power 
granted to the federal governm ent over 
in terstate commerce. W hile they g ra n t­ 
ed the power of apportioning direct tax ­ 
ation they secured to the states the op­ 
portunity to pay the am ount 
appor­ 
tioned and to recoup from their own cit­ 
izens in the m ost feasible way. 
The 
founders anticipated th a t the expenses 
of the federal governm ent would chief­ 
ly be m et by indirect taxation. They 
knew th a t the power to tax Involved the 
power to destroy. 
The opinion continued. “It is said th a t 
a tax on the whole income of property 
is not a direct tax. but a duty. We do 
not think so. 
Direct taxation w ai not 
restricted in one breath and the restric­ 
tion blown to the winds in another.” 
The Federalist was then quoted from 
to show th at H am ilton considered all 
internal taxes, except duties and excises 
on articles of consum ption, to be direct 
taxes. The opinion next took up the a r­ 
gum ent th at a tax on property is not a 
direct tax w ithin the m eaning of the 
constitution, and on this point it says: 
“The constitution prohibits any direct

JU ST IC E JACKSON, 
gress as tested by the fundam ental law 
enacted by the people the d uty imposed 
dem ands in its discharge the utm ost 
deliberation and care an d invokes the 
deepest sense of responsibility. And this 
is especially so w hen the question in­ 
volves the exercise of a g reat govern­ 
m ental pow er and brings into consider­ 
ation, as vitally affected by the deci­ 
sion, th a t complex system of govern­ 
m ent, so sagaciously fram ed to secure 
and 
perpetuate 
‘an 
Indestructible 
union, 
composed 
of 
indestructible 
sta te s.’ 
“As heretofore stated, th e co nstitu­ 
tion divided federal tax atio n into two 
g reat classes, the class of direct taxes 
and the class of duties, im posts and 
excises, and prescribed tw o rules which 
qualified the g ran t of pow er as to each 
class. The power to lay direct taxes, ap ­ 
portioned to th eir 
representation 
in 
the popular branch of congress, a rep­ 
resentation based on population as as­ 
certained by the census, w as plenary 
and absolute, but to lay direct taxes 
w ithout apportionm ent w as forbidden. 
T he power to lay duties, im posts and 
excises w as subject to the qualification 
th a t the im position m ust be uniform 
th ro u g h o u t the U nited States. 
“O ur previous decision w as confined 
to the consideration of the validity of 
th e tax on the incom e from rea4 estate 
and on the 
income 
from 
m unicipal 
bonds. The question thus lim ited w as 
w hether such taxation w as direct or 
not. in the m eaning of the constitution, 
and the court w ent no farth er as to the 
tax on the incomes from real estate 
th an to hold th a t it fell w ithin the sam e 
class as the source whence the income 
w as derived—th a t is, th a t a tax upon 
th e realty and a tax upon the receipts 
therefrom were alike direct; while as 
to the income from m unicipal bonds, 
fiiat could not be taxed, because of.

tax unless in proportion in num bers as 
ascertained by the census; and in the 
light of the circum stances to which we 
have referred, is it not an evasion of 
th at prohibition to hold th a t a general 
unapportioned tax imposed 
upon all 
property-ow ners as a body for or in re­ 
spect of their property is not direct in 
the m eaning of the constitution, because 
confined to the income therefrom ? Nor 
can we conceive any ground why the 
sam e reasoning does not apply to capi­ 
tal in personality for the purpose of In­ 
come or ordinarily yielding income, and 
to the income therefrom . 
All the real 
estate of the country and all its invested 
personal property are open to the di­ 
rect operation of the taxing power if an 
apportionm ent be m ade according to the 
constitution. The constitution does not 
say th a t no direct tax shall be laid by 
apportionm ent on any property than 
land. 
On the contrary, it forbids all 
unapportioned direct taxes; and we 
know of no w arran t for excepting per­ 
sonal property from the exercise of the 
power, or any reason why an appor­ 
tioned direct tax cannot be laid and as­ 
sessed, as Mr. G allatin said in his report 
w hen secretary of the treasu ry in 1812, 
‘upon the sam e objects of taxation on 
which the direct taxes levied under the 
au th o rity of the state are laid and as­ 
sessed.’ 
The stress of argum ent is 
throw n, 
however, on the assertion th a t an in­ 
come tax is not a property tax a t all; 
th a t it is not a real estate tax nor a crop 
tax nor a bond tax ; th a t it is an assess­ 
m ent upon the taxpayer on account of 
his m oney-spending powder, as shown by 
his revenue for the year preceding the 
assessm ent; th a t ren ts received, crops 
harvested, interest collected, although 
once not taxable, have become tra n s­ 
m uted in their near form into taxable 
m atter; in other words, th a t income is 
taxable irrespective of the source from 
whence it is derived.” 


Earthquake Pan lr Ends and People Re 
turn to Their Homes. 
Florence. May 21.—A fter a period of 
panic. Lalkuylng the two severe earth 
quake shocks of S aturday last, the in­ 
h ab itan ts of this city and 
neighbor­ 
hood are returning to th eir dwellings, 
apparently satisfied th a t there is no 
longer any danger. The villages in the 
vicinity of this city have suffered m ore 
severely th an w as at 
first 
reported, 
though the dam age done is principally 
in the shape of badly shaken houses. 
B ut dayc m ust elapse before a definite 
estim ate of the dam age done can be 
made. 
T ents have been erected and 
the arm y com m issariat corps has been 
called upon to furnish provisions for 
those in need of such succor. 
The 
efforts of the m ilitary have been ably 
seconded by those of 
the 
m unicipal 
authorities.

done. W hile fighting fire eighteen fire­ 
men were Injured, two of whom will 
die. 
Two hundred persons have been 
throw n out of work by the destruction 
of the factory. The conflagration is be­ 
lieved to have been of incendiary ori­ 
gin. 
The factory and stock were not 
insured.

M ayor Tunnicliff, George 
W. Prince 
and others. 
There is a strong effort 
being m ade by M ilwaukee. Peoria and 
other cities to have the headquarters 
o* the brotherhood 
taken from this 
city, and some big inducem ents are 
being held out. 
The resignation of G rand M aster S. 
E. W ilkinson, It is understood, will be 
presented to the 
convention 
to-day. 
Vice G rand M aster P. H. M orrissey is 
spoken of as a possible successor to 
Mr. W ilkinson, o th ers who are spoken * 
of as candidates are Al Brown, of P hil­ 
adelphia, and A. M orrison,

York.

Carlisle 
Opens the Campaign. 
Covington, Ky., May 21.—Th** secre­ 
tary of the U nited S tates treasu ry , Jno. 
G. Carlisle, opened the discussion of the 
question of “sound” money here 
last 
night. 
Mr. Carlisle began his speech 
by giving a review of the ad m in istra­ 
tion of the governm ent since Mr. Cleve­ 
land began his first 
term . 
He then 
plunged directly into the -silver ques­ 
tion, first giving a review of the coin­ 
age legislation to show th at there w as 
nothing surreptitious in the dem oneti­ 
zation act of 1873. He said silver is not 
demonetized 
in this 
country, but its 
coinage has been so lim ited and regu­ 
lated by law and the financial affairs 
of the governm ent have been so con­ 
ducted th a t up to the present time its 
purchasing power has 
been preserved 
and its circulation to a large am ount 
has been m aintained concurrently with 
other form s of money, notw ithstanding 
it has been coined at a ratio which does 
not conform to the real value of the 
m etal contained in it. He said the free 
coinage of silver a t the ratio of 16 to I 
would drive out gold and simply mean 
silver m onom etallism , and cut down the 
unit of value about one-half. 
Mr. Carlisle contended th at a drop to 
a silver basis would not advance prices 
at once, owing to the contraction of the 
currency by the w ithdraw al 
of 
gold, 
which would alarm the country, destroy 
credit* and precipitate a panic. 
Who 
would profit by this condition of a f­ 
fairs? he asked. 
Nobody except the 
holders of gold and the ow ners of sil­ 
ver mines, the holders of silver bullion, 
and the brokers and speculators in the 
stocks of silver m ining companies. 
Mr. C arlisle's next point w as th at, un ­ 
der free coinage a t 16 to I, w ages would 
be paid in the debased dollars and th at 
no m an would live long enough to see 
wages increased in proportion to the ad ­ 
vance in the prices of commodities. 
Finally, Mr. Carlisle frankly said th a t 
when he voted for silver in 1878 the con­ 
ditions were different from now, and 
th a t a t th at tim e he m ade a m istake.

JUSTICES DISSENT. 


W ashington. M ay 21.—The chief ju s­ 
tice w as im m ediately followed by Ju s­ 
tice H arlan in 
a dissenting 
opinion. 
Justice Jackson a t 1:45 began the de­ 
livery of a dissenting opinion. He con­ 
curred fully in the opinion expressed by 
Justice W hite a t ih e form er hearing of 
the case 
Justice Jackson finished a t 2:30, and 
w as followed by Justice Brown, who 
also delivered a dissenting opinion. 
H e held to the doctrine of stare de­ 
cisis. Even a century of error, he said, 
m ay be pregnant w ith less evil to the 
sta te th an a newly discovered tru th . 
Justice W hite followed Justice Brown, 
re-enunciating th e opinions 
expressed 
by him when the case w as first decided. I 


yesterday. 
Some slight changes were

Avenue Out To Benton Avenue.

T H E C U I T O \ M IL L S T R I K E . 
The action of the cotton mill em­ 
ployes 
will be generally regretted. 
T hat strikes should sometimes occur 
is natural, but th a t they should occur 
this year, when. after an era of etag- 
nation and business depression unpar­ 
allelled in the history of the country, 
the first 
daw n 
of better days is 
igarcely visible, is one of the unac­ 
countable mysteries. 
It is generally 
conceded, in the 
lig h t of the last two years* experience, 
th a t w o rk h alf the tim e is better than 
no work, and th a t reduced wages are 
better than no wages. 
It is a mis­ 
taken theory th a t capital oppresses 
labor. 
Were it not for capital, and 
the wise investm ent of it, labor in 
shops 
and 
factories 
would 
be 
an 
unknow n 
quantity. 
It 
is 
perhaps 
natural 
for 
the 
th e m an who toils w ith his hands to 
feel a t tim es th at the man or corpora­ 
tion who furnishes him the means of 
em ploym ent is a bard m aster, and a 
spirit of envy and covetousness read­ 
ily finds root in the discontented soil, 
aud yet it is true th a t this feeling is 
abnorm al and unhealthy, and when 
left to sober second thought, as it is 
on the fa ray or the sm aller workshops 
of the 
country, it readily yields to 
better judgm ent and wieer action. In 
the cities and a t the large m anufactur­ 
ing centres, this spirit once engen­ 
dered, spreads and magnifies, until 
the hardships, real 
and imaginary 
crystalizes in organized strikes and 
labor 
disturbances. 
As 
a result, 
factories 
close 
and 
a 
long 
season 
of 
idleness 
and 
suffering follow. Cl 
Organized labor 
frequently overlooks th e fact th a t the 
money th a t builds factories and sup­ 
ports m anufacturing industries belong 
to people who commenced life a t the 
bottom of the ladder, and by hard 
work and strict economy accumulated 
a surplus to invest in a business in 
w atch they had confidence, instead of 
such an investm ent w ith all the a t­ 
tending risk, and frequent loss, they 
m ight have continued a t the bench, 
aud laid away the savings in govern­ 
m ent bonds or other securities, bene­ 
fitting no one but themselves, yet free 
from all responsibility or anxiety. 
B ut a spirit of enterprise and a desire 
to make money, which is always com­ 
mendable, prompted them to transfer 
th e 
m anual 
labor 
to 
other 
hind?, 
and 
calling 
into 
ex ?rcise th a t other faculty called the 
brain, they made the investment, and 
became the employer instead of the 
employe. With the transfer came anew 
legacy of labor, more exhausting and 
in m any instances less profitable. 
The m in who stands behind the 
desk elected by a corporation as man­ 
ager, and held responsible for the suc­ 
cess or failure of an industry, has 
done more hard work during the past 
tw o years than he was ever called up­ 
on to do before in five, and in thou­ 
sands of instances he has gone down 
under the pressure of business defeat 
and failure. 
Organized labor theoretically, is all 
right; 
it may be right in practice, if 
wisely managed. The desire to improve 
th e conditions of labor should always 
be encouraged; 
intelligence, th rift, 
industry, 
m orality 
and 
happi­ 
ness 
are 
topics 
th a t 
every 
organization 
can 
profitably 
d is­ 
cuss, but when organized labor as­ 
sumes to dictate or control the man­ 
agem ent of industries, it has gone a 
step too far, and has everything to 
lose, and nothing to gain. 
The Janesville cotton mills represent 
an industry th a t is for the first time 
brought in competition, 
w ith .the 
pauper labor of Europe. 
During the 
panic of *93 and for months after, the 
industry was paralyzed and the old 
world commenced to Hood us w ith 
goods, under the new order of events 
American mills readjusted themselves 
and are now m aking a brave fight 
against foreign competition to hold 
th e home trade. 
They will win in 
tim e, because America knows nothing 
about 
failure, 
but 
during 
the 
struggle, 
capital 
will 
be 
sacrificed, and labor will suffer. 
The 
Fall River mills and mills of their 
class, equipped with modern inven­ 
tions regardless of cost or expense, 
will contest every inch of the ground, 
and drive back foreign competition. 
The sm aller mills scattered over the 
country, are not so well prepared for 
the contest and they will do well to 
hold tbeir own. 
Democracy is responsible for these 
conditions.

H IL E tossed on the

' r-*ss; 
W ho are the cheru- 
^ 
bim ? An order of 
angels rad ian t, all­ 
knowing. adoring, 
w orshipful. 
W hen 
painter or sculptor tried in tem ple a t 
Jerusalem or in m arble of E gypt to rep­ 
resent the cherubim , he m ade them p art 
lion, or part ox, or p a rt eagle. 
B ut 
m uch of th a t is an unintended b u r­ 
lesque of the cherubim , whose m ajesty J 
and speed and splendor we will 
know until lifted into their presence we 
behold them for ourselves, as I pray by 
tile pardoning grace of God we all m ay. 
Bul all the accounts Biblical, and all 
the suppositions hum an, represent the 
cherubim with wings, each wing about 
seven feet long, vaster, more im posing 
than any plum age th a t ever floated in 
Iv atm osphere. 
Condor in flight 
Chimborazo, or Rocky M ountain 
aim ing for the noonday sun. 
or 
loss in play w ith ocean tem pest, 
nts no such glory. W e can get a r 
rfect idea of the wing of cherubim 
by the only wing we see—the bird's 
pinion—which is the arm of tile bird, 
hut in some respects m ore w ondrous 
than the hum an arm : with power of 
m aking itself m ore light, or more heavy; 
of expansion and contraction; defying 
all altitudes and all abysm s; the bird 
looking down with pity upon boasting 
m an as he toils up the sides of the 
A dirondacks, while the wing w ith a 
few strokes puts the highest crags far 
beneath claw and beak. Rut the bird’s 
wing? is only a feeble 
suggestion 
of 
cherubim 's wing. The greatness of th at, 
the rapidity of th at, the radiance of 
th at, the Bible again and 
again 
sets 
forth. 
My attention is not more a ttracted by 
those wings th an by w hat they reveal 
when lifted. In tw o places in Ezekiel we 
arc told there were hands under 
the 
wings; hum an hands; hands like ours: 
“The likeness of the hands of a m an 
w as under the w ings.” We have all no­ 
ticed the wing of tile cherubim , but no 
one seems yet to have noticed the hum ­ 
an hand under the wing. There are 
whole serm ons, whole anthem s, whole 
doxologies, whole m illennium s in th at 
com bination of hand and wing. If this 
w orld is ever brought to God. it will be 
by appreciation of the fact th a t super­ 
n atu ral and hum an agencies are to go 
together; th a t wrhich soars, and th at 
which practically w orks; 
th a t 
which 
ascends the heavens, and th at which 
roaches forth to earth ; the joining of 
tile terrestrial and the celestial; 
the 
hand and the wing. W e see this union 
in the construction of the Bible. 
The 
wing of inspiration is in every chapter. 
W hat realm s of the ransom ed carib did 
Isaiah fly over? Over w hat battlefields 
for righteousness; 
w hat 
coronations; 
w hat dom inions of gladness; w hat rain ­ 
bows around the throne did St. John 
hover? But iii every hook of the Bible 
you just as certainly see the hum an 
hand th at wrote it. Moses, the law yer, 
showing his hand in tile 
Ten 
Com­ 
m andm ents, the foundation of ail good 
legislation. Amos, the herdsm an, show ­ 
ing his hand in similes 
draw n 
from 
lields and flocks; the fisherm en apostles 
showing their hand when w riting about 
Gospel nets: Luke, the physician, show- 
ing his hand by giving especial a tte n ­ 
tion to diseases cured; Paul showing 
his scholarly hand by 
quoting 
from 
heathen poets, and m aking argum ents 
about the resurrection th a t stand as 
firmly as on the day he planted them ; 
and St. John show s his hand by taking 
his im agery from the appearance of the 
bright w aters spread around the Island 
nf Patm os at hour of sunset, when he 
speaks of tile sea of glass m ingled w ith 
fire; scores of hands w riting the p ar­ 
ables, the m iracles, the prom ises, the 
hosannas, tile raptures, 
the 
consola­ 
tions, the woes of ages. Oh, the Bible 
is so hum an; so full of h eart-heats; so 
sym pathetic; so wet with tears; so tri­ 
um phant with palm branches, th a t 
it 
takes hold of the hum an race as noth­ 
ing else ever can take hold of it—each 
w riter in his own stylo; Job, the scien­ 
tific; Solomon, the royal-blooded; Jere­ 
m iah. the despondent; Daniel, the ab­ 
stem ious and heroic —why, 
we know 
their style so well th a t we need not 
look to the top of the page to see who 
is the author. No m ore conspicuous the 
uplifting wing of inspiration th an the 
hand, the w arm hand, the flexible hand, 
the skillful hand of hum an instrum en­ 
tality. “The likeness of the bunds of a 
m an w as under the wings.*' 
Again, behold this com bination of my 
text in all successful C hristian work. 
W e stand or kneel in our pulpits, and so­ 
cial m eetings, and reform atory associ­ 
ations, offering prayer. Now, if an y ­ 
thing has wings, it is prayer. It can fly- 
farth er and faster th an anything I can 
now think of. In one second of tim e 
from where you sit it can fly to the 
throne of God and alight in England. In 
one second of tim e from where you sit 
it can fly* to the throne of God and alight 
in India. It can girdle the earth in a 
shorter tim e th an you can seal a let­ 
ter. or clasp a belt, or hook an eye. 
W ings, w hether th at prayer sta rts from 
an in fan t's tongue or tho trem bling lip 
of a centenarian, rising from the heart 
of a farm er’s wife standing a t the d ash­ 
ing churn, or before the hot breath of a 
country oven, they soar 
aw ay, 
and 
pick out all the shipping on the earth, 
on all seas, the craft 
on 
which her 
sailor boy is voyaging. Yea, prayer can 
fly clear down Into the future. W hen 
the fath er of Queen V ictoria w as dy­ 
ing he asked th at the infant V ictoria 
m ight be brought while he sat up in 
bed; and the babe was brought, and the 
fath er prayed: “ If this child should live 
tc become queen of England, m ay sin 
rule in the fear of God!" H aving ended 
his prayer, he said: “Take Hie child 
aw ay.” But all who know the history 
of E ngland for the last fifty years know 
th a t the p ray er for that infant m n;.' 
th an seventy* / “ars ago has been a n ­ 
sw ered, and w ith w hat em phasis ana 
affection m illions of tho queen’s subjects 
have this day in chapels and cattie- 
drats, on land and 
sea, 
suppliant -d- 


“God save the Queen!" P ray er flies net 
only* across continents, hut across cen- 
[ turies. If prayer had only- feet, it m ight 
run here and there and do wonders. B ut 
it has wings, and they are as rad ian t 
of plume, and as sw ift to rise, or swoop, 
or dart, or circle, as the cherubim ’s 
wings which sw ept through Ezekiel’s 
vision. But, oh, m y friends, the prayer 
m ust have the hand under the wing, or 
it m ay am ount to nothing. The m other's 
hand, or the fath e r's hand, m ust w rite 
to the w ayw ard boy as soon as you can 
h ear how to address him. 
C hristian 
souls m ust contribute to the evangelism 
of th a t far-off land for which they have 
been 
praying. 
Stop 
singing 
“Fly 
abroad, thou m ighty 
Gospel,” 
unless 
you are willing to give som ething of 
your own m eans to m ake it fly. H ave 
you been praying for the salvation of 
a young m an’s soul? T hat is right; but 
also extend the hand of invitation to 
come to a religious m eeting. It alw ays 
excites our sym pathy to see a m an 
with his hand in a sling. We ask him: 
“ W hat is the m atter? Hope it is not a 
felon” ; or, "H ave your 
fingers 
been 
crushed?” B ut nine out of ten of all 
C hristians are going their life-long w ith 
their hand in a sling. They have been 
h u rt byr indifference, or w rong ideas of 
w hat is best; or it is injured of conven­ 
tionalities; and they never put forth 
never I th at hand to lift, or help, or rescue any 
one. They pray-, and their prayer has 
wings, but there is no hand under the 
wings. From the very stru ctu re of the 
hand we m ight m ake up our mind as 
to some of the things it w as m ade for; 
to hold fast, to lift, to push, to pull, to 
help, and to rescue. And endowed w ith 
tw o hands, we m ight take the broad 
hint th at for others as well as for our­ 
selves we were to hold fast, to lift, to 
push, to pull, to help. to rescue. W on­ 
drous hand! You know som ething of the 
"B ridgew ater T reatises.” 
W hen Rev. 
Francis H enry B ridgew ater in his will 
h ft $40,000 for essays on “The Power, 
W isdom and Goodness of God, as M an­ 
ifested in the C reation,” 
and 
Davies 
Gilbert, the president of the Royal so­ 
ciety', chose eight persons to w rite eight 
books, Sir Charles Bell, the scientist, 
chose as the subject of his great hook:

Oh, 
the 
hand! 
Its 
m achinery 
beginning 
at

shoulder, and w orking through sh afts 
of bone, lipper arm and forearm , down 
to the eight hones of tile w rist, and th** 
five bones of the palm, and the fourteen 
bones of the fingers and thum b, ami 
composed of a labyrinth of m uscle and 
nerve, and artery , and flesh, which no 
one but A lm ighty 
God 
could 
have 
planned or executed. But how suggest­ 
ive when it reached down to us from 
under the wings of tile cherubim ! “The 
likeness of the hands of a m an was un­ 
der the w ings.” 
This idea is 
combined 
in 
Christ. 
W hen he rose from Mt. Olivet, he took 
wing. All up and down his life you se.* 
the uplifting divinity. It glowed in his 
forehead. 
It flashed in his eyes, its 
cadences were heard in his voice. B ut 
he w as also very hum an. 
It w as tie* 
hand under the wing th a t touched the 
woes of the world, and took hold of the 
sym pathies of the centuries. W atch his 
hand before it was spiked. There w as 
a dead girl in the governor's house, and 
C hrist comes into the room and takes 
her pale, cold hand in his w arm grasp, 
and she opens her eyes on the weeping 
household, and says, 
“F ath er, 
w’hat 
are you crying about? 
M other, w hat 
are you crying about?” The book says. 
“He took her by the hand, and the maid 
arose.” 
A follower, angered at an in­ 
sult offered Christ, drew 
the

from sheath and struck a t a m an with 
the sharp edge, aim ing. I think, a t his 
forehead.

structed th at w onderful organ of sound, 
th at w hispering gallery of tile soul, th a t 
collector of vibrations, th a t arched way 
to the auditory nerve, th a t tunnel w ith­ 
out which all the m usical instrum ents 
of earth would he of no avail.

Book says, “He touched his ear and 
healed him .” 
M eeting 
a 
full-grow n 
m an who had never seen a sunrise, cr 
a sunset, or a flower, or the face of his 
own father or m other, C hrist m oistens 
the dust from his own tongue, arui stirs 
the dust into an eye-salve, and with his 
own hands applies the strange m edica­ 
m ent. and suddenly all the colors of 
earth and sky rush in upon the newly- 
created optic nerve, and the in stan ­ 
taneous noon drove out the long night. 
W hen he sees the grief of M ary and 
M artha, he sits down and cries w ith 
them . Some day it is the shortest verse 
in the Bible; hut to me it seems, be­ 
cause of its far-reaching sym pathies, 
about the largest—"Jesus w-ept!”

He could not stand the
